Some are sold One-fifth cheap- 
er, others one-quarter, and still others 
one-third, after paying the expense of 
transportation across the ocean. That 
fifth or quarter ,or third, represents 
the amount the purchaser is obliged to 
place in the manufacturers’ box, over 
and above the fair value of the thing 
purchased, as evidenced by the price at 
which he sells it abroad. He compels 
| you to pay this amount by means of a 
\statute which places the duty so high 
‘that foreign competition is cut off,

| The Origin of Trusts. 

| ‘It was thought, in the early history 
lof th ecountry, that our people would not 
i\b@ subjected to great hardships by even 
lexcessive tariff duties, because high 
'prices would stimulate local competition. 
It did work that way for a time. In- 
deed, the local trade.was so profitable 
in many of our manufactures it overstim- 
ulated production. That resulted in real 
competition and lowered prices in these 
branches of industry and our capacity of 
production was greater than our needs. 

“Tt worked very well for the people, 
but it was not satisfacTory to the manu- 
facturet. Hence, combinations were en- 
tered inte in many itInstances, as to 
industries by which practically all the 
mills producing a given article, where- 
ever situated throughout the country, 
were brought under one control. 

‘This combination, or trust, as it is 
popularly called, at once put up the 
prices for which goods should be sold 
in this country at as high a point as 
could be reached without letting in for- 
eign goods. While this is intolerable as 
a matter of principle, the hardship 
would not be so great if there 
cnly one or two or three instances of it. 
But as*soon as it was found that such 
a combination worked effectively, 
engaged in other industries took it up, 
turning in their plants for cash, bonds 
or stock far m excess of their actual

“Upon these enormous capitalizatious 
the people, without knowing it, are 
contributing the money to pay interest 
and dividends when they purchase the 
necessaries of every day use. 

“The number of these combinations 
has increased from time to time until 
there are now said to be several hun- 
dreqd of them. The effect has been to 
increasé the cost of living more than 
ane-sixth during the last four yeara. 
| The republican leaders say: ‘What of

“We must give the idea of making our 
people pay dividends on mills that are 
closed and going to decay—on stock Is- 
sued without value behind it. We must 
go out into the world and fight for 
greater markets for our manufactured 
products, 

‘Steps in that direction must come in 
the not far distant future—must come 
to maintain a palance of trade in our 
favor. The increase in our population, 
will, after a time, practicaaily overtake 
the product of our farms. We should 
begin now to prepare for that day, at 
the same time accomplish the right 
thing and the wise thing for the present 
generation. 

“Whatever our steps are taken In that 
direction, of course, must be taken con- 
servatively.

COTTON—The temper of the, market 
Was Plainly shown the moment the gin- 
ners’ report was read. Previous pressure 
of selling orders from this side had 
caused Liverpool] to close at the lowest,
